Experience 
has now shown that block grant recipi- 
ents are using—as was the intent the 
Housing and Community Development 
Act 1974—their grants support re- 
habilitation activities. Approval this 
rescission, therefore, will result ex- 
Penditure savings $18.4 million this 
year and $34.0 million the transition 
quarter and 1977 without adverse effect 
the availability housing rehabilita- 
tion assistance. 

Seven the nine new deferrals are 
routine nature and affect programs 
the Departments Defense, State, and 
Transportation and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

The remaining two new deferrals and 
all eleven revised deferrals are for pro- 


grams the Department Health, Ed- 
ucation, and Welfare. The new deferrals 
establish and the revised deferrals ex- 
tend through the third quarter funding 
levels that differ from the general levels 
allowed the continuing resolution. 
doing, these deferrals preserve—until 
enactment the regular appropria- 
tions—the possibility the 
reported programs 1974 the levels 
have recommended and, four cases, 
the level the Congress has recomended. 

The details the proposed rescission 
and the deferrals are contained the 
attached reports.
